And What Have You

Well it looks like Gov. Smith has 
done it again. It is impossible to even 
guess 
why 
he 
thinks 
that 
the 
Governor of Texas 
can 
defy 
a 
Presidential order backed by 
a 
Congressional law. 
There is considerable speculation 
going around as to why he has taken 
the stand on increases for teachers 
and state employees in spite of the 
fact that everyone else has had their 
wages and prices frozen. Some seem 
to think it is a political move to get the 
teachers and state employees vote for 
governor next year. Others feel it is 
because he blames the Republicans 
for the current stock scandal that 
involves him. While others tend to 
think that it is a renewal of the old 
feud between him and former Gov. 
John Connally. 
But personally, I just think you 
have to chalk it up to ignorance. 
While there may be some legal 
question about teachers 
pay 
in­ 
creases because they were voted in 
four years ago, there is the same 
problem with many union contracts 
that call for increases during this 
same 90-day period. 
At the same time there are many 
firms who had announced a price 
increase that was to have become 
effective after the freeze date that are 
effected. We had announced a sub­ 
scription price increase to become 
effective Sept. 15, but now we will just 
have to wait and see what happens at 
the end of the 90 days. 
Politically it might have been good 
business for the governor to protest 
the teacher’s case to the federal 
government, but to just come out and 
efy the President’s order was rank 
stupidity. It puts Gov. Smith in the 
same category as some of the labor 
leaders who were all for a wage and 
price freeze as long as it come after 
they got their raises. 
Not being an economist I don’t 
understand 
very 
much 
about 
economics on the world level, in fact I 
don’t even understand it on the local 
level, but it would appear to me that 
the President’s actions were a step in 
the right direction. 
The big problem facing Nixon and 
Connally in the days ahead is what to 
do after the 90-day period. I would 
think that there will have to be some 
kind of controls extended beyond the 
current period. Probably some type 
of review board will have to be set up 
to decide who should get increases 
and how much. It is likely that most 
increases that were announced before 
the freeze will be allowed to take 
effect, but at the same time some 
control will have to be placed on all 
future increases. 
It seems obvious that if the freeze is 
just allowed to die that we will see 
more price and wage 
increases 
during the next six months than any 
other time in the history of this 
nation. 
This 
will 
be 
because 
everybody will want to try to be on top 
if another freeze is ordered. 
But back to the current problem of 
the teachers and state employees it 
would appear that in spite of all of the 
Governor’s talk they will just have to 
be patient and wait out the 90-day 
period with the rest of us and see what 
happens. It may be an injustice but 
there are a lot of injustices in any 
blanket freeze such as this one and 
based on just the 90-day period it is 
just not practical to try to work them 
out. This will have to be done later. 
I don’t know anybody that is going 
to get hurt too badly in 90-days. 


In case you are wondering what 
happened to the plan to spray for the 
mosquitoes from the air—it seems to 
have died before it got off the ground. 
The city has been advised that there 
is just no way to do enough good for 
the money the project would cost.

spoken word. It is im perative that 
(h e ) conduct himself with utmost 
caution in order that the unusual 
pow er he possesses shall not be 
abused ’’ 
Unfortunately, a new tiial is 
costly in both time arui money. 
A ccordingly, even if a judge has 
said som ething to disparage the 
defendant, 
the 
appellate 
court 
will usually overlook it if there 
seems to be no great harm done. 
Often a judge w ho realizes his 
m istake can "take the sting o u t” 
of what he said by instructing the 
jury to ignore it. 
N o r is a judge expected to be 
superhum an. In the heat of a trial, 
he 
m ay 
understandably 
show 
flashes of nonjudicial em otion. 
In one case, while the judge 
was talking with a law yer, the de­ 
fendant kept interrupting. Finally 
the judge burst out: 
"Please keep quiet. I d o n ’t like 
it. Y ou are here to answ er ques 
lions, lf there is any m ore of that 
kind o f talk, you will be in jail 
for contem pt of court." 
But this time, an appellate court 
found no grounds for a new trial. 
I he court said that, even though 
the judge should not have lost his 
tem per, he could be excused for 
a natural reaction to a stressful 
situation.

C ourt once sum m arized the m a t­ 
ter as follows: 
“A defendant is entitled to a

AUSTIN — Texas became one 
of the first states to defy 
President Nixon’s wage freeze 
order as it applies to public 
employees and school teachers. 
Gov. Preston Smith, after 
three 
days 
of 
conflicting 
reports, issued a proclamation 
instructing agency heads to 
ignore the August 
15 order 
against pay raises for teachers 
and state workers. Raises were 
authorized by the Legislature 
long 
ago 
and 
funds 
ap­ 
propriated for the new budget 
beginning September I. 
U. S. Office of Emergency 
Preparedness official 
first 
informed the Governor’s office 
that the freeze did not apply to 
local 
and state government 
employees and teachers. 
But 
24 hours later, the 
President s Cost of Living 
Council headed by former 
Texas Gov. John Connally, now 
U. S. Treasury Secretary, 
reversed this position. Council 
held that state and local 
government 
workers 
were 
subject to the 90-day freeze, and 
teachers could get raises only if 
their contract periods began 
before August 15. 
Texas officials had taken the 
stand that the law authorizing 
present salary levels for 95,000 
state employees and 138,000 
teachers expires August 31, and 
they had no authority but to put 
new wage scales ordered by the 
Legislature into effect after 
that.

There is considerable speculation 
going around as to why he has taken 
the stand on increases for teachers 
and state employees in spite of the 
fact that everyone else has had their 
wages and prices frozen. Some seem 
to think it is a political move to get the 
teachers and state employees vote for 
governor next year. Others feel it is 
because he blames the Republicans 
for the current stock scandal that 
involves him. While others tend to 
think that it is a renewal of the old 
feud between him and former Gov. 
John Connally. 
But personally, I just think you 
have to chalk it up to ignorance. 
While there may be some legal 
question 
about teachers 
pay 
in­ 
creases because they were voted in 
four years ago, there is the same 
problem with many union contracts 
that call tor increases during this 
same 90-day period. 
At the same time there are many 
firms who had announced a price 
increase that was to have become 
effective after the freeze date that are 
effected. We had announced a sub­ 
scription price increase to become 
effective Sept. 15, but now we will just 
have to wait and see what happens at 
the end of the 90 days. 
Politically it might have been good 
business for the governor to protest 
the teacher s case to the federal 
government, but to just come out and 
efy the President’s order was rank 
stupidity. It puts Gov. Smith in the 
same category as some of the labor 
leaders who were all for a wage and 
price freeze as long as it come after 
they got their raises. 
Not being an economist I don’t 
understand 
very 
much 
about 
economics on the world level, in fact I 
don’t even understand it on the local 
level, but it would appear to me that 
the President’s actions were a step in 
the right direction. 
The big problem facing Nixon and 
Connally in the days ahead is what to 
do after the 90-day period. I would 
think that there will have to be some 
kind of controls extended beyond the 
current period. Probably some type 
of review board will have to be set up 
to decide who should get increases 
and how much. It is likely that most 
increases that were announced before 
the freeze will be allowed to take 
effect, but at the same time some 
control will have to be placed on all 
future increases. 
It seems obvious that if the freeze is 
just allowed to die that we will see 
more price and 
wage increases 
during the next six months than any 
other time in the history of this 
nation. 
This 
will 
be 
because 
everybody will want to try to be on top 
if another freeze is ordered. 
But back to the current problem of 
the teachers and state employees it 
would appear that in spite of all of the 
Governor’s talk they will just have to 
be patient and wait out the 90-day 
period with the rest of us and see what 
happens. It may be an injustice but 
there are a lot of injustices in any 
blanket freeze such as this one and 
based on just the 90-day period it is 
just not practical to try to work them 
out. This will have to be done later. 
I don’t know anybody that is going 
to get hurt too badly in 90-days.

Neinda Philosopher Wants to Add 


Own Amendment to 10t-Per-Voter Bill 


Editor’s note: The Neinda 
Philosopher on his Johnson 
grass farm on Route One 
tries his hand at writing 
legislation this week, more 
or less. 


Dear editar: 


In these days of price freezes 
1 couldn’t help but 
get in­ 
terested in a bill approved by 
the 
United States Senate a 
couple of weeks even before any 
freeze was announced 
In a bill to control and limit 
spending by candidates, some 
of whom spend ten to twenty 
times as much getting elected 
as the office pays, the Senate 
voted a ceiling of “ IO cents per 
voter on the amount a candidate 
for any Federal office can spend 
on any kind of advertising.’’ 
I don’t know that the Senate 
intended it this way, but it looks 
to me like they’re saying my 
vote is not worth more than a 
dime, or if you want to figure it 
another way, mine is worth say 
2 cents and yours could be in­ 
flated to 18 cents. Either way, 
they’d still be within the 10-cent- 
per-voter limit. 
On the whole, I suppose this is 
a good bill, but it doesn’t go far 
enough. 
I d like to add an amendment. 
Not only should a candidate not 
be allowed to spend more than 
IU cents a vote to get elected, 
but once elected should himself 
not be paid more than IO cents 
tor his vote. It’s not only the cost 
of 
electing 
somebody 
that’s 


high . i t s also the cost of keeping 
him on your side after he’s in. 
Under my amendment to the 
Senate bill, 
no voter would be 
allowed to spend more than IO 
cents per office-holder to in­ 
fluence any legislation. 
You 
could call it an attack on the 
inflationary costs of govern­ 
ment. 
Under this system, about all 
any tycoon wanting to entertain 
a Congressman could do is buy 
him a package of chewing gum. 
Speaking of money, I noted 
that a lot of foreign countries 
are up in arm s over the value of 
the dollar after the President’s 
gold-buying announcement. 
You reckon they’re so mad 
they’ll now insist all foreign aid 
from us has to be paid in their 
own money. Japan in yens, 
Germany in marks, England in 


pounds, France in francs, and 
the South Sea Islands in coconut 
shells?

Burbs From the Bench 


On trial for burglary, the de­ 
fendant was trying to explain why 
he had been observed near the 
scene of the crime at three o’clock 
in the morning. Bul the judge was 
skeptical. 
“Honest people," he said caus­ 
tically. 
“are 
in 
bed 
at 
three 
o'clock in the morning.’’ 


Was the judge’s remark preju- 
dicial? Indeed it was, ruled an 
appellate court, granting the de­ 
fendant a new 
trial. The court 
said the judge had no right, even 
by wisecrack, to blacken the de­ 
fendant's reputation. 
The appellate court was con ­ 
cerned not about the feelings ol 
the defendant but about the minds 
ut the jurors. 
“The jury.” said 
one expert, 
“can be easily influenced by the 
slightest suggestion from the (trial 
judge), whether it be a nod of the 
head, a smile, 
a frown, 
or a 
spoken word. It is imperative that 
(he) conduct himself with utmost 
caution in order that the unusual 
power he possesses shall not be 
abused.” 
Unfortunately, a new trial is 
costly in both time and money. 
Accordingly, even if a judge has 
said something to disparage the 
defendant, 
the 
appellate 
court 
will usually overlook it if there 
seems to be no great harm done. 
Often a judge who realizes his 
mistake can “take the sting out” 
o f what he said by instructing the 
jury to ignore it. 
Nor is a judge expected to be 
superhuman. In the heat of a trial, 
he 
may 
understandably 
show 
Hashes of nonjudicial emotion. 
In one case, while the judge 
was talking with a lawyer, the de­ 
fendant kept interrupting. Finally 
the judge burst out: 
“Please keep quiet. I don’t like 
it. You are here to answer ques 
lions. If there is any more of that 
kind of talk, you will be in jail 
for contempt o f court.” 
But this time, an appellate court 
found no grounds for a new trial. 
The court said that, even though 
the judge should not have lost his 
temper, he could be excused for 
a natural reaction to a stressful 
situation. 
The 
United 
States 
Supreme 
Court once summarized the mat­ 
ter as follows: 
“A defendant is entitled to a 
fair trial but not a perfect one ”
